Small State 
Veto Urged 
For Protest 

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y„ Nov. l^I (/P)— Art-cntitia told tho 
United Nntion.s today that small states could excrciHc a veto 
of their own liy refiisint: to elect non-pormancnt rcprc.ientfl- 
tive.s t() tlie security council and thus prevent a quorum. 

Tlie Argentine deleKnle. Dr. Jose Arcc. niiKKt-ttod that 
KHiall nationM could even withdraw from the U.N, in protciit 
a^ainsl the lii^ five power veto rifjlit. 

'Thus the vtito could work like continuous drops of water 
which pierce stone to dissolve the U.N.," ho siiid. 

.■\rce charged that the security council, where Itiis.iiu hnfi 
invoked the veto 10 times, "lias viiilateii anil forRottcn tho 
charter." 

Arce's speech came after Cuba and the ['hilippincn had
